S. B. Luce, for some time prominently 
connected with the training service, was 
soon after promoted to be Commodore 
at d took command of 
the squadron. 


Although rules for the government of the 
training ships had been issued by the 
Navy Dopartmenl in 1S7S, yet oncb was 
working independently, aud there was a 
luck of uniformity in the results.

ting and exhaustive labor of your working 
classes resulted at last in squeezing out, 
as it were, a worthless residuum whoso 
chief legacy from their parents was an in- 
herited disgust for work, and who deter- 
mined to live without it if po.sRsble.

course, they could not live without labor
